As summer residents in the Fox 
Lake Spring subdivision Mr. Dzie- 
jonski and his wife were wading in 
the river near their summer home 
when he fell backward and disap- 
peared. 

At .first -Mrs. Dziejonski thought 
her husband was fooling her as he 
was a good swimmer, but seconds 
later when he did not come up she 
became alarmed and called for help. 
It was perhaps six or seven minutes 
before neighbors brought the body 
to the surface and attempted arti- 
ficial respiration without success. 

The Antloch Rescue squad arrived 
soon afterward and found that fur- 
ther efforts at first aid were use- 
less. * ^ 

Walter 1 • Scott of the Rescue 
Squad said that neighbors of the 
Dziejonski s observed that Mr. 
Dziejonski appeared as well as usual 
an hour before the drowning and his 
wife said that he had merely com- 
mented oh the warmness of the 
water as they 'prepared to swim. 

The body was taken to the Strang 
Funeral home and will be removed 
to Chicago for burial.

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Water Hazards 

Swimming is one of the most relaxing and pleasant 
of all sports, yet more tragedies are 1 associated with 
this activity during the summer months when public 
pools, beaches and lakes attract thousands of men, 
women and children, the Educational Committee of the 
Illinois State Medical Society points out in HEALTH 
TALK. 

Apart from its relaxing effect swimming is an ex- 
cellent body builder.. It not only provides mental re- 
laxation and muscular activity, but encourages body 
co-ordination. The buoyancy of the water gives to 
the body the sensation of having greater muscular 
strength and resiliency than really exists. Fox this 
reason, swimming and exercise In supervised pools 
•have proved of great therapeutic value In rehabilita- 
tion, particularly in such conditions as poliomyelitis 
and arthritis. . ■ ■ .- . •- 

Swimming, on tho'other hand, can be dangerous. 
Not all deaths and accidents attributed to this sport 
ore in non-swimmers. Excellent swimmers have de- 
veloped leg cramps which incapacitate them, fre- 
quently resulting in death by drowning. Proficient 
swimmers, too have lost their lives when a practical 
joker has thrust them, still clothed, into the water. 

A practical joker is a social nuisance at all times, 
but particularly so when his victim is at a disadvan- 
tage. A dangerous practical joke is pushing or duck- 
ing others into the water. In a young child this can 
inspire a fear of water which, frequently, can not be 
overcome. And tragic results can stem from being 
held forcibly under the water too long. 

Everyone should learn to swim. The knowledge is 
also a safety device and a life-saving measure if a per- 
son is involved in a water accident of some kind, such 
as an up-turned canoe or row boat. The ability to 
keep afloat until a rescue has been achieved has saved 
numerous lives. 

Children should be taught to swim early in life. 
They should be under constant supervision by an 
adult who knows how to swim. Neither should chil- 
dren be allowed to stray off to lakes, beaches or pools 
by themselves. Accidental falls into even shallow 
water have taken lives of tiny tots. 

Swimming can be fun, but there are some condi- 
tions that can develop if proper precautions are not 
taken. For example, children and older peopplc who 
are subject to ear difficulties should swim only with 
their physician's permission. No one with a discharg- 
ing ear or a perforated eardrum should attempt to 
swim. Violent nose blowing to remove water should 
be avoided. These precautions may prevent a per- 



manent hearing loss. 

Swim in safe places. Be sure the water is free 
of. contamination and pollution. Don't leave yourself 
open to infection. From a standpoint of health, water 
in which one bathes should be just as 'free from' dis- 
ease germs, as the water one drinks. 

Don't dive into unknown waters. Hidden stumps 
and- rocks have resulted in broken necks. Don't over- 
do. Don't try lor the shore across the lake the first 
time out. Take it easy. As In everything else, use 
moderation and good sense. Avoid swimming when 
chilled, overheated or exhausted. 

Learn to swim. Teach your child to swim. Then 
be careful, Let the sport give you "the enjoyment it 
affords, as well as exercise and relaxation. Don't be 
an accident statistic. Swim safely so that you can. re- < 
turn again and again to one of the favorite of all out- 
door sports.

It Can Be Done 

Writing in the American Magazine, Senator Byrd 
had this to say about federal spending: "Sometimes you. 
may get the discouraged feeling f that forces are now 
loose In the growth of the federal .octopus that are 
beyond the power of.mere man to halt. 

"I say they can be halted, and reversed . . . But 
I might as well warn that it will be done only if you, 
the taxpayers, make your sentiments known this 
month and next. Make them known to friends. And 
make them known to elected officials. You can be 
more poyerful than you realize. Elected officials gen- 
erally are eager to do what they feel the public wants. 
The trouble Is that the only 'public' they hear from 
consists of the .'gimme' groups which .camp in their, 
anterooms.'' 

If we can't balance the budget In a time of booming 
business and enormous tax collections, when can It be 
balanced? • 

Grab-Bag Tactics 

A house committee has voted in favor of extensive 
and costly revisions of the social security law, on an 
immediate basis. It Ignored recommedations by Sec- 
retary Hobby and others that the proposals should be 
given thorough study along with full public hearings. 

No matter how one feels about broadening the 
base of social security and increasing benefits, it is 
difficult to see how hasty action can be justified. To 
vote major legislation oh a hurry-up. basis is to invite 
all kinds of problems and dangers. Hie only sound 
procedure is to take whatever time Is needed to study 
the proposals, let all points of view be heard and con- 
sidered, weigh the pros and cons, and then vote. 

It is reported that there is strong sentiment in the 
Senate <for doing just that. May it prevail — in the In- 
terests of the taxpayers, and of the social security 
beneficiaries now and of the future. 

Now that a compulsory social security system up- 
on which millions of citizens are utterly dependent, 
has become an established part of our lives, it would 
be nothing less than criminal to alter it except in a 
spirit of the highest statesmanship. The integrity of 
social security is synonymous with the integrity of our 
money. l

More Users, But 
Electricity Now 

Less A Killer 

NEW..YORK — Fatal accidents 
involving electric current have de- 
creased in the past quarter cen- 
tury from nine per million popula- 
tion to seven per million' popula- 
tion in the United States, although 
the number of consumers of elec- 
tricity has about doubled and the 
use of appliances and power tools 
has greatly increased. 

Safety campaigns fostered by 
the electric light and power com- 
panies and by other agencies are 
credited with having contributed 
to this Improved record. 

Fatal accidents from electric 
shack— which now take about 1,000 
lives yearly in the United States 
—reach their peak during the 
summer, with more than two-fifths 
of the year's fatalities occurring 
during June, July and August. 

The higher mortality in the sum- 
mer largely comes from increased 
activity In the repair and exten- 
sion of electric lines, the generally 
greater amount of outdoor work, 
and the fact that the body is more 
likely to be wet from perspiration, 
with its resistance to electric 
shock consequently lowered. 

About 85 per cent of the fatal- 
ities annually occur among males, 
reflecting the effect of occupation- 
al hazards. 

Accidents in the home account 
for one-sixth of the deaths due to 
electric current among males, 
. end for about four-fifths of those 
among females. These home ac- 
cidents are brought about by such 
varied circumstances as defective 
extension cords, the falling of a 
radio, fan, heater, or other appli- 
ance Into a bathtub where a per- 
son is bathing, and children play- 
ing with exposed wires, light 
sockets and defective appliances.

THE PROMISE OF AUTOMATION 

A short time ago the word auto- 
mation 'was virtually unknown. 
Then almost overnight, it became 
a major topic of argument and dis- 
cussion. In various quarters there 
is a fear that the continued develop- 
ment of electronic devices which 



make possible increased production 
with decreased labor may produce 
widespread unemployment. 

Automation is evolutionary— not 
revolutionary. lit is simply another 
step forward in applying mechani- 
cal power to tasks that once were 
done by human or animal power. 
Every advance In that direction 
has benefited humanity. A chart 
prepared by the Wllkle Foundation 
tells the story. In 1850, ihe'average 
worker's real Income was . about 8 
cents an hour, which would be the 
equivalent of 40 cents In current 
money. Now production workers 
average $1.84 an hour— and a prin- 



cipal reason for that enormous 'gain 
is that mechanization has sent man- 
hour output soaring. A- century ago 
the work ;week was 70 hours, as 
against 40 today — again,' mechaniza- 
tion was responsible, And in -thai 



century the working population in- 
creased almost, as fast as the total 
population — even though child labor 
was abolished and pcoplo live long- 
er and retire earlier. Mechaniza- 
tion made jobs Instead of destroy-

promise? History, supplies- Jhc 
answers-greater opportunity for all, 
better working conditions,, more 
leisure, and'hlgher living standards. 



Employers Rate 
Teen-Agers Highly 

NEW YORK — Despite public 
concern over today's teen-agers, 
recent high school graduates work- 
ing for New York City firms rate 
fairly high with 255 employers re- 
porting on their work habits, so- 
cial attitudes and basic skills In 
a survey recently made public. 

The companies graded their 
young employees generally higher 
In personal attributes as integrity, 
ability to get along with others, 
desire to develop and progress, 
fairness, courtesy and neatness 

than In the basic skills of reading, 
writing, arithmetic, grammar and 
spelling. 

Participating companies were 
asked to grade the graduates on 
the basis of poor, fair, good and 
excellent. The survey report 
showed that 76 per cent of the 255 
employers believed development 
of better work habits merited In- 
creased attention of the schools, 
while 69 per cent would like to 
have more attention paid to basic 
skills and 33 per cent to social at- 
titudes.

Certain Veteran Claims 
Is August 21, 1955 

Representative Marguerite Stitt 
Church (R) Illinois, has just been 
advised by the Foreign Claims Set- 
tlement Commission of the United 
States that many eligible ex-service- 
men or Jtheir survivors who are eli- 
gible for benefits under Public Law 
015, 83rd Congress, have not yet 
filed applications ior such benefits. 

Eligible individuals Include the 
following: 

A member of the United States 
Armed Forces who was> captured 
during the Korean Conflict. 

2. An American citizen who was 
captured during World War II as 
a result of service with an allied 
nation. 

3. An American civilian who was 
interned in the Pacific area during 
World War II and previously ex- 
cluded from compensation by reason 
of provisions of law now removed. 

4. An American merchant sea- 
man captured during World War II, 

5. An American citizen or mem- 
ber of its armed forces who lost 
money in ftie Philippines through 
sequestration by ■ Japan during 
World War II. 

Mrs. Church suggests that any- 
one who believes that he qualifies 
under one of the above categories 
should write immediately to the for- 
eign Claims Settlement Commission, 
Washington 25, D. C. The deadline 
for filing such benefits is August 
21, 1955.

Federal Civil Defense 

Publishes New Booklet 



Continuing its campaign td edu- 
cate Americans on how to protect 
themselves against the threat of fall- 
out In a nuclear attack, the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration (has 
published a new booklet which pro- 
vides detailed /instructions on how 
individuals and families may save 
themselves. 

More than 2,000,000 copies of the 
Public v Booklet, entitled "What You 
Should Know About Radioactive 
Fallout," PA-7, are being distribut- 
ed throughout the nation. In addi- 
tion, they "may be purchased from 
the U. S. Government Printing Of- 
fice, Washington 25, D. C„ for 10 
cents. 

This is the second in a series of 
FCDA publications designed to re- 
duce the "mystery" surrounding 
fallout in the public mind, to put 
the threat in its proper perspective, 
and to show that there are simple 
precautions which can save lives. 
The Agency on May 22 announced 
distribution of the first publication 
of the scries, a pamphlet entitled 
'Tacts About Fallout." of which 
3,000,000 copies were made available. 

In Its introduction, the booklet de- 
clares: 

"The purpose of this book is to 
present in nontechnical language 
what you should know about fall-, 
out. It explains what causes fall- 
out and where and when it might 
be expected. It reassures you that, 
farm from being a mysterious killer, 
fallout is something about which 
our Government knows quite a bit, 
and something you can protect 
yourself from." 

It describes the characteristics of 
an H-bomb explosion, the formation 
of the fallout cloud, the fallout pat- 
tern and tells who might be affected, 
then, in 16 pages, tells the way in 
which citizens may protect them- 
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Stuff 




selves. 

Here the booklet says: 

"There is a defense against radio- 
active fallout It is not compli- 
cated, not expensive. It Is 'some- 
thing you can do, and it will pay 
dividends in lives saved. Actually, 



defense against fallout is like pre- 
ventive medicine. If you take cer- 
tain basic precautions you can es- 
cape the effects of radiation from 
fallout, even if you should be ex- 
posed to it."
